PARIS (by-courier plane to Ber- 
lin), June 16 (Sunday) (AP).— 
German army sources reported late 
this forenoon that several French 


divisions battling somewhere south 
of the capital suddenly threw down 
their arms and marched to Paris. 
They sent a messenger ahead to 
inform Gen. Boguslaw von Stud- 
nitz, commander of the German 
forces occupyinng Paris that they 
were coming peacefully and merely 
asked to be permitted to rejoin 
their families. 

“If this sort of thing keeps up,” 
Gen. Von Studnitz said, “we'll have 


our hands more than full feeding 


captive soldiers.” 
Some Nor Taken Prisoner. 


Another story was supplied me 
by Roy P. Porter, member of the 
Paris staff of the Associated Press 
who is here along with Robert 
Okin and Henry C. Cassidy, other 
members of the staff. 

Porter’s story was that one unit 
of French troops was marching 
southward from Paris Saturday 
along one highway while, unknown 
to them, a unit of German troops 
also marched on a parallel route. 

Suddenly the two roads con- 

verged. When the French saw the 
Germans, they offered to surrender. 
The German officer in charge com- 
manded them to give up their arms 
and said, “Now run along.” He 
didn’t even bother to take them 
prisoner. 
One of my first efforts on reach- 
ing Paris was to get into contact 
with the Associated Press Paris 
staff men, who are unable to move 
out any stories. 


Planes Land in Paris Plaza. 


Cassidy told me the following: 

“When the German occupation 
began at 7 a. m, Saturday, two 
German planes swung to a landing 
on the Place de Ia Concorde as 
easily as though they were taxis. 
“One carried Col. Warlimont, 
former military attache at Wash- 
ington, now one of Adolf Hitler’s 
adjutants. The other one brought 
newspapers which were snatched up 
by the crowd. 

“The two planes took off again 
at 6 p. m., clipping the trees be- 
fore the Chamber of Deputies and 
dipping in salute over the place.”

Signs of Returning Life in City.

I saw no untoward incidents 
anywhere. although I spent many 
hours walking and motoring into 
all sections of the city. 

Already thousands who sought 
relief outside the city were return- 
ing.

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Hoax Play by 
Defender Aids 
His Opponents

O fallacy is more costly to the 
N average player than his habit of 
attempting to conceal a holding 
that the declarer will have no diffi- 
culty in determining for himself. 
There is an “ostrich burying his 
head” complex here; a _ childish 
strategy to seek concealment where 
no such possibility exists. Obvious- 
ly, I am not suggesting that the 
defenders should virtually expose 
their cards for declarer’s guidance, 
but it is a fact that the pendulum 
can swing too far in the other di- 
rection. 
South, dealer.

North’s bid was, of course, a 
shut-out attempt to take advan- 
tage of the condition of the score, 
and probably was the best response 
available. R 

West opened the jack of clubs 
which East won with the ace, de- 
clarer’s queen dropping. Now it 
should have been obvious that the 
number of spade tricks which the 
defenders might take depended not 
merely on the location of the spade 
king, whether that card was held by 
the declarer or by West, but also 
on East’s method of attacking the 
suit. Of course, if West held the 
king with at least two guards, it 
would not matter whether East 
led the ace and a small one, or his 
fourth best, or any other card; 
three tricks would be certain on 
mere continuation. But if declarer 
had the king, it was vital to use 
the correct technique. 

First, let us see what happened 
on East’s attempted “concealment 
play.” He laid down the ace and 
then played a low spade, no doubt 
feeling that he was being very 
cagey, and that declarer never 
would dare finesse against’ the 
queen. In sober truth, the declarer 
did hate to take this finesse, but 
he saw that there was simply no 
place for him to get rid of his 
other losing spade. Dummy’s hearts 
had yet to be established, and to 
go up with the spade king would, 
in all likelihood, merely defer the 
loss of the low spade. Therefore, 
in desperation declarer had to risk 
the spade finesse. Obviously, the 
jack won the trick, trumps were 
drawn, and the heart ace was the 
defenders’ only other trick. 

This was no hand for East to at- 
tempt a hoax play. He should have 
seen that successful defense rested 
on the chance that his partner held 
either the heart ace or the spade 
king. If it were the latter, the 
lead of the spade queen could do 
no harm, but if declarer had the 
spade king, that lead was vital. 

Obviously, had East made this 
proper lead, the spade queen, de- 
clarer would have covered and won 
the trick, but then when West 
gained the lead with the heart ace 
a spade continuation through dum- 
nvy’s jack would have netted the 
defenders the two vital spade 
tricks,

Case Without 
Seeing Patient

SAW a picture the other day 
(cates “The Doctor of the Fu- 
Pture.” He was in a dark room 
reading X-ray plates and heart trac- 
ings and laboratory tests. How 
close is it to realization that a doc- 
tor can tell about a patient this 
way without seeing the patient? 


In my opinion, it is far from 
close. I believe that 95 per cent of 
all valuable information that a 
doctor gets for purposes of diag- 
nosis and treatment comes from 
talking with the patient and ex- 
amining with the eyes and hands 
and the stethoscope. In fact, I gave 
a clinic to some high-grade doctors 
not long ago, in which I told them 
all about the laboratory findings 
and did not show the patient, and 
asked them to make a diagnosis. 
There wasn’t one diagnosis that 
was within a thousand per cent of 
being right. When the patient 
walked-in it was perfectly evident 
that he had a form of nervous dis- 
ease called multiple sclerosis. 

A patient at the Boston City Hos- 
pital sent a note to her doctor as 
follows: “Dear Doctor: I am just 
recovering from the effect of your 
tests. I am sending this box of 
candy as a token of my apprecia- 
tion.” 

Another story is of the patient 
who said to Dr. Herrick of Chicago, 
“Doctor, I hope you will be differ- 
ent from the other doctors whom 
I have consulted. I hope you will 
look less at the X-ray pictures and 
more at me.”

éé HAT kind of education 
W ousnt we to give our chil- 
dren? ‘There seems little 
sense in giving them an education 
that fits them for jobs that do not 
exist—for a world that is’ gone. 
What's the good of sending them 
to schools and paying bills to keep 
them there when nobody knows 
why they are being educated or 
for what?” 

Changes fn the world are no new 
experience to the human race. If 
a changing world was a reason for 
stopping education of youth when 
would youth ever have been educat- 
ed? Life never offered or promised 
security. It always has, and always 
will. offer opportunity, and the one 
best prepared will be the one to 
benefit most in the long run. 

By best prepared I mean best 
prepared for living in a changing 
world which is the only kind of 
world we have ever lived in. It is 
true that the schools, and the peo- 
ple who organize them like to fol- 
low a pattern, and they feel out- 
raged when the pattern does not 
fit. But that has nothing to do 
with the case. Education ought to 
fit youth for Living, not for a 
living.

When it fails to do that, it fails 
in its essential work and is not 
worthy to be called education.

If you think that there is no 
specialized field waiting for a 
young graduate at his coming of 
age, educate him so that he comes 
out as healthy, intelligent, inter- 
ested, active human being, and he 
will soon find a field ready for his 
service. This world needs good 
men and women first, specialists 
afterward. 

I cannot believe, however, that 
the fields of usefulness are as nar 
row as loose talk suggests. I'll 
agree that there certainly must be 
some curtailment, but it doesn't 
seem to press hard on the efficient- 
ly prepared workers. It is press- 
ing with” deadly weight upon the 
unfit and the unprepared and the 


lazy-minded. This is a speeded 
world. What is to be done is to 
be done quickly, accurately and 
well. Teday slackness means just 
one thing—unemployment. 

The market is limited, the com- 
petition is keen, and only the best 
will’ hold their places. Educate 
and train youth’to that degree of 
usefulness in whatever field they 
seem to belong and they will find 
their places. 


How about educating those who 
are not fit to be professional work- 
ers as artisans and skilled work- 
ers? What preparation shall they 
have? The preparation that dis- 
ciplines their minds and bodies 


and heads them toward usefulness, 
a wholesome outlook and willing 
acceptance of any work. 

Character is the determining 
factor in anyone’s success, Given 
a good character a Man cannot 
fail. Without it, no man can suc 
ceed. My idea about education is 
just that. 

So educate the youth . of the 
land so that they may face the 
world as young men and women 
of good character, and we need 
have no fear for them nor for 
ourselves. The rest will take care 
of itself because this world needs 
and demands people of fine char- 
acter in every department of life.

Select a book which you read as 
a child, and tell the children how 
much you enjoyed it. Be prepared 
with publication statistics to re- 
fute their charge that people do 
not read books any more, 

Demand that the radio be turned 
off. Do not listen to the children’s 
claim that it helps them to con- 
centrate. 

Do not permit yourself to be 
trapped by answering questions 
designed only to use up reading 
time. 

If the children become restless, 
encourage them by telling them 
the book gets much more interest- 
ing as you go along. Banish the 
thought that, as a matter of fact, 
it is nothing like as thrilling as 
you once imagined. 

To suppress incipient revolt it 
may be advisable to do a bit of 
judicious skipping, omitting the 
more wordy descriptive passages. 

When the children ask how much 
longer you are going to read, be- 
moan their lack of appreciation. 
Shame them by telling them they 
need not think you enjoy this, you 
are merely doing it for their own 
good. : 

Stop occasionally and ask the 


children to recite what you have 
read. Reproach them for their in- 
attention. Briefly outline the story 
so that they can pick up _ the 
thread. 

When the children attack each 
other, rebuke them. Make them 
sit apart and out of pinching, kick- 
ing and hair-pulling range. 

At this point it is likely that the 
reading hour will be interrupted 
by the telephone or doorbell. (Con- 
gratulate yourself that you | are 
through with the task until another 
day.
